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PREFACE. 

This little volume makes no claim to originality, ex- 
cept that the arrangement of its parts may be considered 
as in some respects new. Several of the prayers indeed, 
are of my own composition, and many of the others have 
been altered and reconstructed from materials before ex- 
isting. But my task has been principally that of selec- 
tion from such books as King Edward's Primer, and the 
devotional works of Bishop Andrews, Bishop Cosin and 
Bishop Jeremy Taylor. I have been aided also by the 
excellent compilation of Family Prayers by the Rev. Dr. 
Hook, the admirable Vicar of Leeds, by the order of 
Family Prayer arranged in the form of collects by the 
Rev. William Edward Evans, Prebendary of Hereford, 
and more especially by two excellent works of laymen of 
the Church of England, viz. ** Short Family Prayers" by 
William Soltau, Esq. and ** Liturgia Domestica" by 
Arthur H. Dyke Acland. 

My object has been to bring together from various 
sources, what I have oflen desired to find, and what I 
therefore supposed might meet the wants of others, a col- 
lection of Family Prayers, which, in its arrangement and 
its language, should be in harmony with the Liturgy of 
the Church. In doing this I have not thought it impor- 
tant, or even desirable, to reduce the language of the an- 
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PREFACE. 

cient devotional writers down to that of our own liturgy, 
and always to say " those who " instead of " them that," 
&/C. Preferring, as I do most decidedly, the English of 
our Bible for devotional purposes to a more modern idiom ; 
and regretting that any change was made in this, as in 
some other respects, in our Book of Common Prayer from 
that of our venerable Mother the Church of England, I 
have not been unwilling to retain a savour of the old, and 
to me more beautiful and solemn forms of expression. 

The objection may be started. What need of another 
Book of Family Prayers when there are already so many 
excellent ones from clergymen both of our own church 
and of the Church of England ; and particularly one pos- 
sessing some of the characteristics of that now published, 
viz., the Rev. Dr. Berrian's Family Prayers. This man- 
ual I have used for a long time and with much satisfac- 
tion ; and feel, in common with many others, much indebt- 
ed to him for the good service he has done the Church in 
this as in his more recent devotional works, which are 
truly admirable in design and execution, and which should 
be in the hands of every devout churchman : " Devotions 
for the Sick and the Afflicted," and," Enter into thy Clos- 
et." Although I have long contemplated framing a book 
similar to that now published, 1 should not probably have 
undertaken it at the present time, but for a request made 
to me to republish the book I have mentioned above, by 
the Rev. W. E. Evans. My attention being thus turned 
to th^ subject, I preferred making this attempt to the mere 
mechanical exercise of superintending a republication. 
As my apology for thus adding to the number of works of 
this kind, already so large, if apology be needed, I will 
adopt that of Mr. Evans in his Introduction : " There 

might appear to be some little presumption in attempting 
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PREFACE 

to meet a want which so many have failed to supply ; but 
the writer entertains no such sanguine expectations. 
When we consider the vast, the never ending variety 
of circumstances in which families are placed, the differ- 
ent tones of feeling belonging to each, it will be no mat- 
ter for surprise that no form of prayer has yet been found 
adapted to the wants of all : nor can any one hope to sup- 
ply one." 

If then no Universal Book of Family Prayers has 
been, or probably can be constructed, so much greater 
reason is there to give to the religious community every 
opportunity for selection; and thus possibly all tastes 
may be suited, and all wants supplied. 

It must be observed that this little volume is not in- 
tended to be a substitute for the Book of Common Prayer 
in Family Worship, but an humble companion to it, and 
its presence in the hands of each member of the family, 
for actual use in the responsive services of the Psalter 
and in the metre Psalms and Hymns, is constantly im- 
plied. In some families, and in all families at certain 
times, it may not be convenient to go through the order 
of devotional exercises exactly as here prescribed ; and 
therefore certain parts, as the Psalter, or one of the les- 
sons, or the singing, or all, may be omitted at the option 
of those who conduct the worship ; and a selection from 
the collects may be made in such a manner as to conform 
to the particular arrangements of each family where the 
Book may be introduced. But should the whole order, 
as laid down, be followed out, it is believed that the time 
occupied could rarely interfere with any just claims of 
worldly occupation. Little danger is there that these 
claims will suffer detriment in the present state of society ; 

while there is abundant reason to fear lest this restless

THE SPECIAL USE THEREOF IN THE CHURCH OP GOD. 



The Calendar of the Charch is as full of benefit as delight, 
unto such as are given to the serious study and due contemplation 
thereof For, besides the admirable order and disposition of times, 
which are necessary for the better transacting of all ecclesiastical 
and secular affairs, it hath in it a very beautiful distinction of the 
days and seasons, whereof some are chosen out and sanctified^ and 
others are put among the days of the week to nurnber} 

But the chief use of it in the Church' (saith S. Austin), is to 
preserve a solemn memory, and to continue in their due time, 
sometimes a weekly, and sometimes an annual commemoration of 
those excellent and high benefits, which God, both by Himself,^ 
His Son,* and His blessed Spirit,* one undivided Trinity,® hath 
bestowed upon mankind, for the founding and propagating of that 
Christian Faith and Religion which we now profess. 

And this Faith of ours, being no other than the very same 
wherein the holy Angels are set to succour us,^ and which the 
glorious company of the Apostles,^ the noble army of the Martyrs,® 
and the goodly fellowship of other God's Saints and servants,^^ 
men famous in their generations before us, have some maintained 
with the sanctity of their lives, and some sealed with the inno- 
cency of their deaths } it is for this cause that the names of these

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CONCERNING THE CALENDAR. 

Iioly and heavenly Saints are still preserved in the Calendar of the 
Church,^ there to remain upon record and register (as of old time 
they did'), wherd they might also stand as sacred memorials of 
God's mercy towards us, as forcible witnesses of His ancient truth,' 
as confirmations of the faith which we now profess to be the same 
that theirs then was, as provocations to the piety which they then 
practiced, and as everlasting records to show Whose blessed ser- 
vants they were on earth, that are now like the angels of God in 
heaven. 

Howbeit, forasmuch also as, in process of time, the multitude of < 
men and women reputed holy in this kind became so exceeding 
numerous, that all the days of the year would not have been suffi- 
cient for a several commemoration of them ; it was the great wis- 
dom and moderation of those religious grave prelates, by whom 
God (of His especial blessing unto our Church above others) did 
reform such things, as were many ways remiss here among 
us, to choose one solemn day alone,^ wherein to magnify God for 
the generality of All His Saints together; and to retain some few 
selected days in every month for the special memory of others, 
both holy Persons and holy Actions, which they observed not our 
people alone, but the universal Church of Christ also, to be most 
affected unto, and best acquainted withal : hereby avoiding only 
the burden and the unnecessary number of Festival days ; not 
disallowing the multitude of God s true Martyrs and Saints, whose 
memorials we are to solemnize howsoever in the general Festival 
of All Saints' Day, as by the proper Lessons, the Collect, Epistle, 
and Gospel then appointed in our public Liturgy, doth most evi- 
dently appear.

Among all the set Fasts of the year, Lent hath the first, and 
these Ember days the second place : days of devotion and fasting, 
which were instituted of old, and observed at the four seasons of 
the year, as for many other, so chiefly for these reasons. First, 
That Christians in these religious duties towards God might let 
the world know they yrere as devout and forward as formerly the 
Jews had been, whose custom it was lo observe four several and 
solemn times of fast in the year, though for other ends and upon 
other occasions than now the use of the Church is to do. 2. For 
that these times are as the first fruits of every season, which we 
rightly dedicate to the service and the honour of God. 3. Tliat 
by beginning these several parts of the year with an holy, righteous, 
and sober life, we might the better learn how to spend the remain- 
der of every season accordingly. 4. That we might obtain the 
continuance of God's favour towards us for the fruits of the earth, 
which at these times are for the most part either sown, or sprung 
up, or coming to their ripeness, or gathered into the barn.

That our bodies might, by the implor- 
ing of God's mercies, be freed from those common distemperatures 
which usually these four seasons of the year, through the predomi- 
nant humours then reigning, do bring along with them. 7. And, 
lastly, for at these times it was the ordinary custom of the Church, 
and it is so still, by the imposition of her Bishops' hands, to give 
holy and sacred Orders; which Orders were ever given as well 
by Christ and his Apostles, as their successors, with solemn prayer 
and fasting beforehand. Bp Cosin.

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PREFACE. 



These Prayers are not strictly original, nor yet are 
they a mere selection, or a compilation, but a com- 
bination of all these, in the use of the Bible, the 
Liturgy, and various devotional writers. By this 
method it was thought that the object in view could 
best be attained, which was to answer a demand 
frequently made, for a collection of Family Prayers 
more condensed than those in general use. It must 
be observed, however, that the present compliance is 
by no means to be interpreted as admitting that any 
portion of time which a family can devote to the 
exercise of social prayer, consistently with the dis- 
charge of other duties, can be unprofitably spent. 
At the same time it is presumed, that it will be 
readily admitted, on all hands, tp be desirable, in 
framing aids to devotion, to accommodate every 

variety of individual preference, and of domestic 
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arrangements, so that no apology can be left for the 
neglect of so important a duty as that of family 
prayer. It must also be admitted, that in all families 
occasions will arise when it is expedient to abbreviate 
the usual morning or evening exercise by shortening 
the portion of Scripture to be read, or by omitting a 
part of the customary prayers. For such occasions 
it will perhaps be found convenient to have at hand 
some little work like the present. 

The service for each morning and evening, is so 
short, that no family in the habit of domestic worship 
at all, could reasonably desire to have it made any 
shorter, and yet it is hoped that in no case are the 
great and urgent topics of prayer passed over. 

The authority for the use of short prayers is the 
highest of all authority. We are cautioned by our 
blessed Lord himself, " not to use vain repetitions," 
nor ^' to think we shall be heard for our much speak- 
ing." (Matt. vi. 7.) And the model which he has 
given us by which to construct our prayers, " after 
this manner therefore pray ye," (Matt. vi. 9,) is 
equally admirable for its condensation as for its ful- 
ness of meaning. The Church too has ever faithfully 
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observed this direction, in her preference of short 
and energetic collects to devotional forms long drawn 
out. 

But after all it must ever be had in mina, that 
the real efficacy of prayer in gaining access to the 
Mercy Seat depends not upon forms, but upon the 
state of the suppliant's heart while uttering the 
prayer. If the heart be right and earnest, a few 
words may bring down rich returns of blessing from 
on high; while lengthened prayers, offered with a 
cold heart and a wandering mind, are " a vain obla- 
tion " — ** a trouble unto the Lord, and He is weary 
to hear them" — " and when men thus spread out 
their hands he will hide his eyes from them, and 
when they make many prayers he will not hear." 
(Isaiah i. 15.) Let your prayer then be short, and 
summon your whole soul for the effort — ^think well 
before you begin, and what you are about to say, for 
" God listens to the voice of the heart, not to that 
of the lips." 
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f The family being €U8embled, let a Chapter from the Bible be read, or 

else the following select sentences. 

Ask and it shall be given you ; seek and ye shall find ; 
knock and it shall be opened unto you. 

For every one that asketh receiveth; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him that knocketh it shall be opened. 

This is the day which the Lord hath made ; we will rejoice 
and be glad in it. We will come before his presence with 
thanksgiving, and enter his courts with praise. We will lift 
np our hands in the sanctuary, and bless the Lord. 

Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.

Most Merciful God, by whose gracious Pro- 
vidence we have been made members of thy 
Cliurch by Holy Baptism, we heartily thank 
Thee for calling us to this state of salvation, 
and for bestowing upon us such blessed pri- 
vileges. And now, O Lord, that these, thy 
servants, are preparing to receive a further 
degree of thy grace and favor in the Holy 
rite of Confirmation, we humbly beseech 
Thee to enlighten their minds with the true 
knowledge and understanding of those bap- 
tismal vows which they are now about to 
ratify and confirm. Dispose their minds, by 
thy heavenly grace, carefully and diligently 
to perform the conditions Thou requirest, and 
may strength, power, and wisdom be commu. 
nicated to them from above, that they may 
truly believe in Thee, trust in Thee, and 
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henceforth live conformably to thy holy will 
and commandments; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

3. FOR THE RISING GENERATION. 

Have mercy on the young. Grant that 
they may be trained up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord ; and may thus learn 
to do thy will, to walk in thy fear all the 
days of their lives, and hand down thy truth 
from generation to generation. 

4. FOR THE CHILDREN OF A FAMILY. 

Bestow thy special blessing upon the 
children of this family, and inspire those to 
whom they are entrusted, with true love for 
them, and with wisdom and prudence, to di- 
rect them aright. May they be submissive and 
dutiful in all things, and live in harmony and 
love one towards another. Keep them from 
the contagion of the world, and after a life of 
obedience to thy laws, make them all mem- 
bers of thy blessed family above. 

5. I^OR THE SAME. 

Be Thou a father and a friend to the chil- 
dren of this family. Let thy Providence

From irreligious princi- 
ples and false teachers, unruly passions and 
violent temptations, from contracting vicious 
habits, or taking pleasure in sin, from pro- 
faneness and ill company, envy and malice, 
detraction and uncharitableness, good Lord 
deliver them. From the errors and vices of 
the age, from the sins to which their corrupt 
nature is most inclined to ; and from whatso- 
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ever is offensive to Thee, or destructive to 
their own souls, good Lord deliver them. 

7, WHEN ANY OF THE FAMILY ARE ABOUT TO BE 

ABSENT ON A JOURNEY. 

O, Almighty God, Who fiUest all things 
with thy presence, and art a God afar off as 
well as near at hand, he pleased to guide in 
their journey, those of our heloved family 
who are to he separated from us for a time. 
Preserve them from all perils and dangers, and 
prosper them in their way, and in all their 
lawful purposes. May they return to us in 
peace and holiness, with thy favor and bless- 
ing, and serve Thee with thankfulness and 
obedience all the days of their pilgrimage, 
and at last be brought with us to thy hea- 
venly kingdom; through Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 



8. FOR A SAFE RETURN OF MEMBERS OF A FAMILY 

FROM A JOURNEY. 

O Lord God, our All-merciful Guide and 
Protector, blessed be thy Name, that Thou 
hast brought back in safety to the bosom of 
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their family these thy servants. We thank 
Thee for the protection they have received, 
and for the pleasure they have enjoyed. May 
they and we ever keep in memory thy un- 
numbered favors, and show our gratitude for 
them by lives devoted to thy service. Help 
us now and always to put our trust in Thee, 
that when our earthly pilgrimage is ended, 
we may all meet in our Father's house above, 
to go out no more for ever ; for Jesus Christ's 
sake. Amen. 

9. WHEN ONE OF THE FAMILY IS AFFLICTED WITH 
PAINFUL AND FATAL ILLNESS. 

Father of Mercy, and God of all comfort 
and consolation, have pity on the sufferings 
of thy servant.
